suffrage us they have always thought: desining
it unwise, inexpedient, and fraught with dan-
ger to the Btate, But, on the other hand,
thev knew that, do what they would, they
could not prevent it; and they uh]w.]_ them-
solves what they would gnin by a futile and
impotont p]'nla-..--f of which the only effect
would be to surrender the State to the control
of the radicals and negroes, Without pro-

fessing any change of opinion, they
congented to  waive the question of
negro suffrage, 1o aecept  a State
Constitution which made the negroes

all voters, and to form a conlition whiech, if
successfn), would nullify, at least for the pre-
gent, the calamitons consequences of negro
voting., 'The conlition Aas been suceessful,
aud the government of the State is resened
from the radieals and negroes and placed in
conseryative hands, Negro suffrage ean work
no great evil so long as the negroes and their
radical confederates are outvoted. The impor-
fant question is not, Who vote? but, Who are
a mnjority? If the ne and their allies
were a majority they wonld control the gov-
ernment of the State; but the Democrats
and thetr allies being a majority., they
control the Btate, and the mnegroes have
no more eéffective power than if they did not
vote at all. The practieal gnestion for the
Virginia Democrats was not whether the ne-
groes should vote—for t]iny had no power to
yrevent that; bnt whether the negroes or the
Yemooerats should be on the side of the ma-
jority, Dy standing out against negro suf-
trage, the Democrats would have made a futile
show of consistency, and have lost all real
power; by forbearing further resistance to
negro suffrage and moking an alliance against
the radicals they have gained a pmcticu& con-
trol and ascendancy in the govermment of the
State. Goyernor Walker and his Republican
supporters have severed themselves as effec-
tunlly from the radicals as if they had joined
the Democratic party. If Walker ever expects
to be re-clected, if he and his Republican
friends have any fature politieal aspirations,
they know that itis only by the aid of the Demo-
crats who have been their allies now that they
can expect tosucceed. Beingthusdependent on
Democratic support, they will be mmenable to
Democratio advice. It is evident enoungh,
therefore, that, by practically accepting negro
suffrage, the Virginia Democtats have nullified
and destroyed negro influence. They have
lifted themselves from the position of an
isolated and impotent minority to one of
commmnding power. They are a majority of
the party that controls the polities of the
State; whereas by pursuing a different course
they would have surrendered this advantage
to the negrocs.  They have a governor who
canxol disregard their wishes; a legislatnre
that will elect two United States Senators not
unaceoptable to them; and Virginia will be
represented in the lower branch of Congress
by ‘conservative members. To gain these
great ndvantages the Virginia Democrats have
mude no real saerifice, for negro suffrage
could not have been prevented if they had
opposed it ever so stoutly. g
The overwhelming l'l‘;(’[fliﬂ!] of the disfran-
chising clauses of the Virginia constitution is
o more prostrating defeat of radicalism than
even the trinmphant election of the Walker
ticket, The Wells party itself was compelled
to make a virtne of necessity and vote against
the very disfranchisement whieh they had
themselves made a prominent feature of the
new constitution, The moral effect of this
ignominious retreat will be felt everywhere.
It is such a mignal confession of the unpopu-
larity and injustice of disfranchising citizens
for their participation in the late civil trou-
!}.'lt‘ﬁ. a8 foreshadows Lhe speedy end of that
intolerant policy, It converts the fourteenth
amendment to the Oonstitution into n
monument of Republican folly, When
the public sentiment of the conntry
B0 soon  ropudistes a  principle  that
was 80 recently the corner-stone of the Ite-
publican policy, the disfranchising part of
that amendment cannot be longer regarded
85 anything but a dend lotter, which re-
proaches the party with a fatal want of fore-
sight. Why did they begin what thoy are so
foon compelled to abandon ¢ They have ex-
tsperated the South and shocked the senti.
ments of all liberal men for an object in
which they themselves dare not persevere.
Had it not been for the disfranchising clauses
of the fourteonth amendment, the South
wounld have accaptad it ns o basis of recon-
struction, and the Union would have bosn
réstored three years ago. This long poriod
of turmoil and exasperation is the finit of »
yoliey which its very anthora confess to haye
een A blunder. What confidence oan the
country have in the sagacity or wisdom of
such n party,

THE IRISH CHURCH BILL,

From the N. Y. Hervald
On Tuesday eveuing, in the House of Lords,
the Irish OChurch bill having been in o few
particulars slightly altered, passod the com-
mittes, In its amended form the bill will,
without delay, be rend & third time in the
Lords, and sent down to the Comwmons for
approval, It is not our opinion that the Com-
mons wil' sceept all the amendments, for
the nltefations made by the Lords are not nu-
merons, some of them serionsly affect the
Pnnaiplea on which the measure as o whole is
used, It will not be difeult, however, for
ihe Commons so to modify the bill as to put
an end to farther opposition, In o few weeks

Lords, and the presumplion now is that H.I
will be pussed in time enopigh to allow Lords

and hionorable gontlamen to go to thelr shoot

ing quarters early in Angnat,

This Irish Church bill is one of the groat
facts of modern times. Nothing in thess Inte
yeari—not the Pacifio Railroad, which is
finighed, nor the Suez Cangl, which is not
finished—reveals in so pemarkablo o manner
the progressive ohashotir of this age. Itisa
sight, «uffivient, to give fame to n contury, to
soo the despendants of Fhe proud old Norman
burons deliberstely striking ut the foundations
on which for so many agea they have so
gecnrely restad. This is what we now sos;
for the pillars of a privileged Chureh and the
pillars of a privileged aristocracy are ono and
the same,  T'he Protesiant Eeclesinstical Hs-
tablishment of Ireland, which has Instod for
more than three hundred yoars, may now be
considered at an end. ‘I'he axo has boosn Iuid
to the rool of the tree somewhnt unsparingly;
hiut, away from those more or less directly
interested, no one regrota its fall, Through-
ont its entire history it has beon a barren
tree, offensively cumbering the ground, and
Ireloud and the world are well vid of it
But the fate of the Irish Church esta-
blishes n dangerons precedent. It proves
that disestablishment and disendowment are
possible,. We may take it for granted that the
Liberation Society, which has for its objeot
the *Yiberstion of the Church from State
patronage and control,” and which for so
many yvears has seemad to labor in vain, now
feels that toil and expense have been amply
rewarded. We may also take it for granted
that they will not slncken their endeavors,
The fight which has been fought in “Traland
has to be fought over again in Scotland and
in Englond, The fight, in truth, is already
beginning in Seotland. The two largest
disseniing bodies, the United Presbyterian
Chureh and Free Church, like onr Old and
Now School Churches, are making arrange-
mentn for union. The United Church will
represent very nearly two-thirds of the popn-
lation of the conntry, Such a Church flour-
ishing on the veluntary support of the peo-
ple will be a dangerons rival to the Scottish
establishment, The leaders of the establish-
ment have already taken fright, and the in-
telligence has just roached us that-a deputa-
‘tion has waited upon the Prime Minister ask-
ing him to lend his powerful help in abolish-
ing lay patronage and vtherwise bringing the

Church into harmony with the times—their
object being to prevent this threatened union
by thus opening the door of the establish-
ment to the Free Qhureh brethren, We have
no iden that this artifice can suocoed. The
fact, howevar, 1s interesting, a8 it shows that
the combatants ave alveady preparving for bat-
tla. "Wen years heneeand it will not be won-
derfnl if the Scottigh establishment shiall have
gone the woy of its sister of Ireland. Ttis at
least certain  that the which have
worked so well in Treland will forthwith be
applied in Scotland, and with even grester
prospects of suceess, The Inglish establish-
ment is stronger, richer, more effoctually in-
terwoven with the constitution. It will, in
congequence, be more difiicult to overturn.
But it, too, must perish.

The sentence has gone forth against accle-
siastical establishiments, aud sooner or Inter
the Church of England must fall,  The conta-
gion will spread the world over, and religion,
if it is to live and thrive, must live und thrive
in the hearts of men, and by means of their
voluntary givings. Puatronnge, State sup-
port, and forced contributions have had their
day.

We ecannot look at this Church question,
which must more and more disturb the na-
tions, without paying a compliment to the
wisdom and foresight of the fonnders of this
republic, Our history will reveal no such
ecclesinstionl warfare, Under the broad ban-
ner of the republie all religions are tolerated
and all religions property is protectod. The
churches fear no frown; they look for no
favor, It is not unnatural for us to feel
proud when we see our example coming into
universal favor,

THE RESULT IN VIRGINIA.

From the N. Y. Times.

Virginia has vindicated the wisdom of the
policy proposed by General Grant and sane-
tioned by Congress for perfecting reconstruc-
tion. The ordeal is all but ended, and the
title ot Virginia to take its place among the
reconstructed States a8 a membor of the
Union is practically established. The details
of Tnesday's election which remain to be
furnished will not afect the general result.
By faithful compliance with the law the State
has ;.-nuuu'ilmtej itself from military rule. It
bas established its right to self-government
by fulfilling literally the conditions devised
by Congress in a manner preseribed by the
President. A Constitntion which, with many
faults, brings the government of the Stato
into harmony with Federal poliey, has been
ratified. The provisions by which selfish ad-
venturers sought to control loeal affairs by
jmposing disabillties npon the worthiest citi-
zenus have been voted down.  Negro enfran.
chigement is complete, and the only disa-
hility bome by white men is that which opo-
rates under the fonrteenth amendment, A
State ticket has been elected which repre-
gents the character, the intelligence, the
wealth, and enterprise of the people, as dis-
tinguished from organized ignorance and
viciousness. And a legislature has hean
chosen, whose members, eligible under the
law, are preparved to finish the alloted task by
ratifying the pending constitutional amend-
ment, A resull in all respects satisfactory is
thus assured,

The end has not been attained without
inuch  painful and suggestive  experience,
Thera lm.\ been tln:iu_\', which thes V!r};illiiilm
were not able to correct, but for the conse-
guences of which they have been held resapon-
gible, They made earnest and honest aflorts

honestly ok wisely, by disfranchising and
excluding from publio lifesthonwmnis in
whom Uhe whites reposed confidence, Indig-
nation against such an instroment was not nn-
natural or unreasonable; but to bo politie or

Just it shosld have boeon dissriminating
The Virginians for a time allowed paw
alon  and  préjudico  the maittery ovor
jndgment.  Nobk  content  with resisling

ptopoription,  they also remisted negro sul-
truge, and denounced the polisy of whioh it
is an essoutinl part. They were confirmel
in - this course Iry the Boymour and Blair
canvoss, and a belief that the natiphal ver-
dict wonld dectee a reversal of the COongros-
sional rmle, 'The eloction of Grant dissipated
the delusion, and brought the Virginians to
their senses. They discarnod the blunder of
resiglance to the Constitntion as a whole, and
the expediency of concantrating effort npon
an attompt to purge it of its most obnoxions
features, The ranks of the anti-reconstrne.
tionists were broken, and the more modsrate
and practical of the leaders addressed them.
selves to General Grant and the Congrossional
Committes in behalf of s separate sabmission
of the disabilily and disfranchising clauses
The President mided the movement, and Oon-
gress promptly responded by enabling him to
ascertain the will of the peopla on the points
involved in reconstraction,

The aetion both of the Prasident and of
Congress has been nmply justified by events,
The parly repredented by Walker aoccspled
the great faots of the reconstrnotion poliey,
negro suffrage included, na cordially as the
party led by Wells, “They not only accepted
negro sulfrage, but bid for the support ol the
eolored voters, They not only allowed the
dead past to bury its dead, but pledged them-
solves to the ratification of the fifteenth
Illll(‘ll““l(!]ll s A menns Uf II['I‘\'IE:ItiII_'..: Ih{'
revival of old issues. They placed at the
head of their ticket a respectable and consist.
ent Republican, and rostricted their choice
of candidates to men available under Fede-
ral and local law., Never were old party
affiliations so utterly destioyed as in this
canvass. Men long famons in the history of
the State as Whigs and Democrats, as Unijon-
ists and Rebels, as recounstructionists and
munleontents, were arrayed side by side in
support of Wells or Walker, For thé fivst
time since the war, service to the Rebellion
wos nol presied s o claim for office, and the
rivalry of party was confined to devotion to
the Union and the administration of Prosi-
dent Grant, So emphatic were the declarn-
tions of the pnblic men of Virginia during
the canvass, and so distinet were the ntter-
ances of the press, that the whole State is
now irrevocably committed to the support of
the new order of things.

The ll’i!llnl‘h of ons set of men or the de-
feat of another set is important chiefly in
relntion to the affnirs of the Btate. To the
country the result hs a broader and deoper
sipnificance. It is marked by the ascendancy
of liberal nnd eoncilintory views, and by the
defeat, with the help of colored votes, of
those who connsellad proseription and hate,
And it is ¢ promise that in due time Missis-
sippi and Texas will tread the path marked
ont by the President snd join Virginia in
finishing the work laid down by Congress.

PROGRESS OF THE NATION,
From the N. Y. Trilrine.

The approach of the ninth national consus
may well excite solicitide concerning the ex-
tent to which its vesults will be affected by
the extrpordinary enuses that have distracted
the country during one-half of the current
decade. The effects of such n war as we have
encountered, including the premature loss of
nearly a million of men, may well be expacted
to affect the ratio of comparison with the
ennmeritions of other decades, past and pro-
spective. Yot such is the steady effect of
cinigration and other recuperating oauses,
that the drawbacks, however mighty they
seem in comparison with any former difficul-
ties, will probably leave much fainter effoots
on the census than many of us have at times
anticipated. )

It 158 not very wonderful that Americans
should become believers in *“‘manifest des-
tiny,” when thinking of the progress of their
conntry during the brief period of our na-
tional existence. How can it be otharwise,
when recollecting that the four-score years
gince the original rickety Confederacy of ill-
jointed Btates was merged in a national Goy-
ernment under ihe present Constitution,
have heen signalized by inorease of BStates
from thirteen to thirty-seven, with territory
enongh to make out fifty noble eommon-
wenlths ere this century ends; with a popula-
tion, forty millions now, that will probably
be e 1ded to a ronnd hundred :uilliutw be-
fore the year 1004; with possessions expanded
from the original narrow strip along the At.
luntic coast into o mighty empire, stretching
three thonsand miles neross the continent to
the Pacific Ocean, and upward from the
Mexican Gulf to the Northern lakes and the
arctic regions of Alaska?

Nearly fifty thousand miles of railroad have
brought all sections of the Union into guicker
communion than existed between Boston and
Washington when the presont National Con.
stitution was established, while more than o
Lundred and fifty thonsand miles of telegraph
enable widely separatad States and people to
jnterchange intelligonce more rapudly than
could have been done thivty yeirs agobetween
the towns of a single county, the news from
pll purts of the nation now appearing s
promptly in our dnily papers as the ““locul
items' from the different wards of the city.

The means thns effective in satisfying the
wants sand promoting the comforts of social
und civil life are equally efifoncions for na-
tionul  defense—the movemont of armies
neross our vast regions being rvegulatod and
facilitated by the logomotive andd the light-
ning—and all danger of invesion being
